POLICE SERVICE 

Our appreciation of the role 
of local policemen is steadily 
increasing. 

Many, times members of our 
law enforcement organization go 
far beyond their call of duty in 
giving personal attention to those 
in need or those facing emer- 
gencies. While this community 
usually does not have police 
cases that deserve much head- 
line attention, many, many calls 
are handled as a service to local 
people. 

One of the oddest came this 
week. A woman, caring for an 
aged patient, couldn’t get her 
patient back into bed. And so 
she called the police. The nurse- 
maid duty was performed. 

A large box, apparently drop- 
ped from a truck, was found 
near a citrus grove. A name 
was on the box — and in due 
time the out-of-town resident 
received the package. And on 
and on... the services are 
réndered. 


SHAME ON RAILROADS 


Something that is difficult for 
the average person to under- 
stand is why the Santa Fe and 
the Pacific Electric railway of- 
ficials didn’t officially stop the 
complicated Cucamonga County 
Water district legal proceedings 
months ago — if they were going 
to, Instead, they filed a re- 
straining order late Tuesday — 
a very short time prior to the 
opening of bids for water resér- 
voirs,. 

Many people will never forget 
their action and the lack of 
consideration in handling their 
legal and official protest. 

Perhaps the average resident 

in the Upland district is not 
concerned with the ‘‘localized 
fight” that will now develop be- 
tween the Cucamonga district 
and the rail officials. 
_ The fact remains, residents 
of the outlying communities for 
many: months have been work- 
ing toward getting the use of 
Colorado river water. 

Filing of .a restraining order 
in the superior court will dras- 
tically disrupt the legal routine 
and could endanger its eventual 
realization. Cost to the railways 
for its share of the big pro- 
gram is reported at $600 a year 
— a trivial amount compared 
with the advantages of getting 
a big water supply; and small 
indeed for the benefits that will 
accrue to the rail firms. 


CHAFFEY ISSUE 


A lot of ‘‘mud’’ has_ been 
thrown at the Chaffey board of 
education and at Dan Milliken, 
superintendent. 

We are going to learn pretty 
soon if the very. strong words 
‘about our school administration 
were hollow; or if there has 
been some merit to the allega- 
tions. 

The California Teachers Assn. 
commission on professional eth- 
ics has been asked by the Chaf- 
fey board members to ‘‘investi- 
gate” the record and to find 
out if Mr. Milliken has been 
remiss in his duty. Almost ev- 
eryone welcomes the ‘‘investi- 
gation’’, and the accusers will 
now have a chance to produce 
proof of their charges, 

Much good should be accom- 
plished in the hearing, results 
of which will come early next 
year. Chaffey has many, many 
problems and the commission’s 
findings should clear the atmos- 
phere of any false charges and 
give a solid basis for public 
confidence. 

Personally, we have great 
faith in Mr. Milliken’s ability 
and the sincerity of the Chaffey 
board ‘members.

Within ‘‘four or five years’’, the 
upper freeway will be built to 
Euclid Ave, and the route will be 
extended west-as the need is ap- 


parent and as funds are avyail- 
able. ;

California highway commission. 
MAJOR POINTS 

Other major points of 
mation presented follow: 

1. The freeway as it crosses 
Euclid will be ‘‘elevated’’ rather 
thean depressed. The ‘‘bridge”’ 
will be 22 feet high over the 
double-drive thoroughfare and 
the approaches will begin 1,000 
feet east and west of Euclid.

2. One Upland residence, that]! 


of Mr. and Mrs. A. A. Christian, 
1960 N. Euclid Ave., and four in 
Alta Loma are in the path of the 
proposed route. 

3. The proposed route would 
begin at Haven Ave., Alta Loma 
and extend about one-fourth of a 
mile north of Baseline on almost 
a direct line west to a point mid- 
way between 19th and 20th Sts., 
Upland. A four-lane divided high- 
way is planned. 

4. In general, the freeway 
width, would be 200 feet. 

5. Cost of the project, 5% miles 
in length from Haven to Euclid 
Aves., is estimated at $2,100,000. 
If an existing right-of-way were 
used, such as 19th St., the cost 
would be $100,000 higher. No cost 
estimate has been made if the 
Euclid crossing were depressed 
and not elevated. Such an esti- 
mate will be made, however.

An appeal for a large vote 
next Tuesday was voiced today. 

Voters in the Upland school 
district are being asked to ap- 
prove an “excess tax rate’’ of 
30 cents for each $100 of asses- 
sed valuation. An excess rate of 
40 cents has been in effect five 
years. 

Three polling places will be 
maintained for the special elec- 
tion. Places to vote and the pre- 
cincts consolidated for the vari- 
ous polls follow: 

Upland Elementary school dis- 
trict — precincts Nos. 3, 4, 5, 6, 
7, 10, 11, 12, 16, 18 and 21. 

Sierra Vista school — precincts 
Nos. 2, 8, 9, 19, 20 and 22 and 
San Antonio heights precinct No. 

18th St. Elementary school — 
precincts Nos. 1 and San Antonio 
heights No. 1. 

By law, adopted more than 20 
years ago, the legal tax limit for 
a school district tax rate was set 
at 90 cents. This rate does not 
provide enough funds to main- 
tain the local schools. A law also 
permits the voting of a so-called 
“excess”? rate and once voted it 
prevails five years.

“Tt all happened so fast, she 
didn’t have time to get scared 
but later, she was very ner- 
yous’’. 

That was the description 
yesterday by T. L. Johnson of 
the robbery that occured at 
his grocery store, 11th St. and 
Fifth Ave. at 5 p.m.

Mrs. Johnson was in the store 
alone. When the men left, she 
rushed to the Johnson home 
nearby and notified her hus- 
band.

Chief Palmer said that only a 
few months ago he stated that 
“There is no juvenile problem 
in Upland”’. 

“A juvenile officer now can 
work with the parents, school 
officials and the youngsters in 
preventing trouble before it oc- 
curs’’, Chief Palmer said. 


100 Citrus 
Growers Need 
Fire Permits 


More than 200 Upland citrus 
growers have so far failed to 
obtain their orchard heating per- 
mits in the city hall. 

Dec. 1 is the deadline for the 
permits. 

Philip Holden, orchard heating 
control officer, said that approx- 


limately 350 permits will be issued 


to citrus grove owners who have 
heaters and that each grower 
must obtain a permit before heat- 
ing is necessary. 

This is the schedule of fees: 
less than 10 acres, $2.50; from 
10 to 20 acres, $5 and more than 
20 acres, $7. 

“Tf desired, non-firing affida- 
vits may be filed in lieu of per- 
mits,’’ Mr. Holden explained. 
“There is no charge for the af- 
fidavits. The full cooperation of 
every grower is sought.’’ 


Have members of the Chaf- 
fey board of education and 
Superintendent Dan _ Milliken 
served the community efficient- 
ly and in the best interests of

That question will be answered 
early next vear by a ‘‘jury’’ of 
impartial educators and admin- 
istrators following a_ three-day 
hearing on the Chaffey campus.

Thunell, a member of the Chaf- 
fey staff and president of the 
Chaffey Teachers Assn., will be 
the local official handling details 
relative to the hearing. 


WANTS ANSWER 


Ted Bass, field representative 
of the teachers’ association, told 
The Upland News yesterday that 
a determined effort will be made 
to analyze problems of the school 


district, present the issues in: 
volved and make recommenda- 
tions. 


“In other .words’’, Mr. Bass 
said, ‘‘we will endeavor to find 
out about the problems, to study 
the records and performance of 
the administration and to report 
accordingly”’. 

Emphasis is ‘placed on_ the 
fact, the Chaffey board itself in- 
stituted the investigation. 

Mr. Bass said that ‘‘such in- 
vestigations and hearings are 
held in Southern California at 
about the rate of two every year’’. 

“T have in my office copies of 
the Chaffey district newspapers. 
The statements, charges and 
other pertinent information will 
be studied’’, he said. 

“All persons who have infor- 
mation about the Chaffey man- 
agement, and who have charges 
to present will be welcomed at 
the hearing’’. 

In..addition....to .the.. January 
hearings, Mr. Thunell ‘has been 
delegated to arrange for meet- 
ings on Dec. 15, 16 and 29 with 
any persons unable to appear at 
the January hearings. 

All hearings will be private 
and the commission does not 
have the legal authority to sub- 
poena ‘anyone.

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We Do Not Want Unsightly 
Bridge Spanning Euclid Avenue 


And along comes a plan to drastically ruin the appearance 
of upper Euclid Ave. 

In its long range plan of providing adequate motor free- 
ways, the California highway commission has decided that a 
new route should be constructed along our foothills and 
through our best citrus district. In fact, actual work is under- 
way on the Alta Loma-San Bernardino link of the new route. 
The next link, five and one half miles in length, is to extend 
from Haven Ave., Alta Loma, west to Euclid Ave. 

As to the need and exact location of the new route, most 
l6cal laymen will accept the decision without question. The 
pubic hearing here last week revealed many features about 
the project not previously known. One of those proposals, as 
at present tentatively planned, is an “elevated” crossing over 
Buclid as contrasted with the “depressed’’ crossing under 
Euclid as at the Ramona freeway. 

While local people may be inclined to accept the route as 
suggested by the state engineers, most Uplanders will not 
accept so easily the idea of building super structures 22 feet 
in the air across the avenue. Approaches to the “elevated” 
crossing would extend 1,000 feet east and west of the avenue, 
thus marring the landscape on each'side of the thoroughfare. 

Momy, many thousands of local tax dollars have been in- 
vested for half a century in bringing to the avenue, and to the 
city, beauty ond distinction. Once marred and mutilated, the 
landscape can never be repaired. Local taxpayers could never 
recover their investment in the beauty; in the pride there is in 
this unexcelled double-drive. : 

Euclid is an historic creation, planned and maintained 
for generations to come. It is not only a local asset; it is one of 
Southern California's rare sights. 

And now come along engineers to tell us an unsightly 
creation of soil, sand and mortar is to be raised over our Euclid. 

While actual work on the freeway may not be started be- 
fore 1960, engineering plans are scheduled to go ahead im- 
mediately. Time for decision on this project is now; not in 1960. 

Purpose of the public hearing the other day was to enable 
local people to express their views as to the proposed free- 
way location. The hearing was very ably conducted by Clyde 
V. Kane, district engineer for the highway commission. 

Many of the problems concerned with the freeway con- 
struction must be answered by the engineers—Mr. Kane and 
others. Surely, the crossing at Euclid is basically an engineer- 
ing problem as far as Mr. Kane is concerned. 

As far as this community is concerned, however, the 
problem is one of very vital concern. Every person in the com- 
munity is paying many hundreds of dollars each year to main- 
tain the beauty of the thoroughfare. Those of us today received 
this great asset from the pioneers; it is our obligation to pass it 
on better than we received. : 


Vote ‘‘Yes” In School 
Tax Rate Election Tuesday 


Vote “Yes on the Upland excess tax rate next Tuesday. 

That is the recommendation of all the officers of the four 
Upland Parent-Teacher Assns., of all the members of the Up- 
land board of education and of many other people. 

Approval of the measure will not mean an increase in the 
cost of maintaining the schools; it will mean continuation of the 
present program. 

The proposal asks the voters to approve a 30 cent per 
$100 of assessed valuation “excess tax rate”. If approved, this 
“excess rate’ would be in effect for five years. Five years ago 
a similar election was held. 

In other words, if you want the present quality of educa- 
ion and services in Upland schools continued, vote “Yes.” If 
you want to limit educational funds by about one-third and 
thus eliminate many of the present advantageous features, 

vote “No”,

resulting from the bombing of 
Hiroshima. They are being treat- 
ed now, and will probably be 
sent back to useful lives in Japan 
when the many operations are 
completed. They will suffer pain 
as they have suffered humiliation 
for 10 long years. 

All this naturally causes us to 
think of other scars — scars not 
on the face of man, but in their 
hearts and minds. These are the 
hidden scars. We all bear scars 
of some kind. When only a boy 
I jabbed my knife blade into my 
Jeg, even though I had been in- 
structed to whittle away from 
and not toward my body. I car- 
ry that scar still. I just tied a 
handkerchief around the wound 
and never told a soul, for I was 
ashamed. Others wear scars of 
the souls that we never see., These 


are deep scars and painful. Such
